Slowdown 


NEW YORK (AP)—The early 
birds of the city’s subway strap­ 
hangers breezed to their desti­ 
nations this morning despite a 
threatened rule-book slowdown 
by subway supervisory person­ 
nel. 
Last ditch negotiations aimed 
at averting a slowdown broke 
off late Monday night and a 
spokesman for the 1,000 member 
Subway Supervisors Association 
said the job action would begin 
ut 7 a.m. as planned. 
In response, a Transit Au­ 
thority spokesman said the high 
administrative personnel were 
set to countermand any slow­ 
down orders and that efforts 
were being taken to assure con­ 
tinuation of normal service.

Humphrey Calls for Probe of Chicago Disorders

Humphrey has caUed for a blue 
ribbon citizens committee inves­ 
tigation into the roles of demon­ 
strators, poUce and news media 
in the bloody protest disorders 
in Chicago. 
The Democratic presidential 
candidate made tile proposal in 
New York Monday after march­ 
ing in a Labor Day parade up 
Fifth Avenue. 
Humphrey said the committee 
—whose members could include 
lawyers, sociologists, police and 
media representatives but not 


public officials—should focus on 
“the actions of the demonstra­ 
tors, the conduct of the police 
and the role of the media.” 
“I don’t know who’s really in­ 
volved, e v e r y b o d y makes 
charges and countercharges,” 
Humphrey said. “But I do think 
it was a sad enough picture to 
tile American pubUc that it 
necessitates a very objective 
analysis.” 
He said a group such as the 
Ford Foundation could take the 
lead in forming the committee. 
Humphrey over Hie weekend 
defended Chicago Mayor Rich­ 


ard J. Daley’s police measures. 
But he said Monday he did not 
condone beating of demonstra­ 
tors with clubs and said he 
didn’t think Daley wanted to 
condone it either. 
Humphrey’s remarks were In 
interviews on education station 
WNDT-TV and for Barry Gray’s 
program on WMCA, both in 
New York. 
Third party presidential can­ 
didate George C. Wallace said 
meanwhile “the mess in Chica­ 
go and the mess both national 
parties have gotten us into” 
have boosted his chances for 


election in November. 
“That crowd of demonstrators 
in Chicago was trying to take

Flying saucer buffs don’t despair. 
The paucity of UFO sightings this 
summer and the debunking attitude of 
scientists participating in the Air Force 
- sponsored UFO study now underway 
at the University of Colorado doesn’t 
necessarily mean that the little green 
men from outer space have given up 
tile earth as a lost cause. 
Some scientists still believe there is 
a possibility that the earth might be 
under surveillance by creatures from 
another galactic civilization. They have 
asked Congress to support a thorough 
investigation of the UFO phenomenon. 
- One of the scientists, Dr. James E. 
McDonald, 
senior physicist 
at 
the 
University of Aronizona’s Institute of 


Atmospheric Physics, notes that there 
were many UFO sightings reported up 
and down the eastern seaboard in late 
1965, about the time of the power failure 
that blacked out most of the nor­ 
theastern coast. 
Emphasizing that the cause of the 
power pulse that caused the failure has 
never been ascertained, McDonald calls 
the sightings “a puzzling and slightly 
disturbing coincidence.” 
As for the lag in sightings of saucers 
this summer, there could be a good 
explanation for that, too. Possibly after 
sizing up the lethal weapons in the 
atomic arsenals of the world’s leading 
powers the galactic visitors went back 
for reinforcements.
